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Water distribution system 
proceeding on schedule 


Construction of the water 
distribution system for Deseronto 
is proceeding on schedule 
according to Project Supervisor, 
Jake Wiersma. 

Mr. Wiersma, from the 
firm of Greer, Galloway and 
Associates Ltd., credits pre- 
paration and organization for 
the work's progress. He said 
his firm (acting as consulting 
engineers) and the Rideau Valley 
Construction Ltd. are working 
well together. 

"We can thank the 
favourable weather and proper 
use and organization of equip- 
ment for making the work pro- 
gress relatively quickly," Mr. 
Wiersma said. 

Work on the project 
began early in July following the 
awarding of the contract. The 
first step was the taking of 
over 500 photos to determine 
the condition of the area prior 
to beginning construction. Con- 


Recreation grant 
approved 


Culture and Recreation Minister 
Robert Welch has approved a 
grant of $72,528 to assist the 
Town of Deseronto in provision 
of recreational facilities for 
the community. 

Funds granted will go 
towards construction of a com- 
bined hall and skating arena 
at the Deseronto Community 
Recreation Centre. They re- 
present partial payment of a 
capital grant through The 
Community Recreation Centres 
Act. It is approximately 75 
per cent of the total sum, the 
remainder of which will be 
applied for when all costs of 
the Centre are in. 


struction started after technicians 
inspected buildings to determine 
if they would be affected by 
blasting. 

The blasting is now 
approximately half finished on 
Main Street where there is a 
concentration of rock. Blasting 
operations were planned to 
forestall blasting in the centre 
of town as late in August as 
possible. This was in an effort 
to limit the effect on businesses. 
All necessary blasting should be 
completed in two or three weeks. 

New pipes for the 
system are now being laid at 
the north end of town and work 
will progress down to the water- 
front. Mr. Wiersma said they 
are attmpting to fie in with 
existing water mains with as 
little inconvenience as possible. 
They are now laying the main 
pipes which will be pressure 
tested and chlorinated when 
the network is in the ground. 

The existing system 
was tested prior to the start of 
construction. The pipes have 
all been swabbed(to kill bac- 
teria and organisms) and

chlorinated to clean the water 
mains. The pipes that held 

up to the test will be left in 
and tied in to the new system 
as an economic measure. 

When the mains are in and test- 
ed, house connections and 
surface connections to hydrants 
will be made. 


The connections will 
be made at the street line and 
will be joined to existing house 
service. Mr. Wiersma advises 
residents that they may exper- 


ience some problem if the house 
piping is old galvanized iron 

or lead. Workmen have the 
necessary fittings to make the 
connections at the street line 
and they will not be going on 
to private property. If you 
are concerned about the con- 
dition of your house service, 
Mr. Wiersma suggests that you 
contact a plumber or ask the 
crew foreman his opinion. 
Following the connection, 
residents should contact the 
PUC if there are any problems.

TODAY'S HEALTH 


by David Woods 


The fact that hay fever is poorly 
named — it’s not truly a fever, and 
hay isn’t its main cause — is little 
consolation to the two or three 
million Canadians who suffer from 


it. 

For them, hay fever means 
several weeks of the summer mar- 
red by itching and sneezing, stream- 
ing eyes and, often, difficulty in 
breathing. 

The pollens, from ragweed, 
grass, trees and other plants, that 
cause all the trouble are harmless 
enough in themselves. What hap- 
pens is that people who are allergic 
to one or more of these airborne 
irritants continue to experience hay 
fever symptoms until the allergen 
— the offending pollen — disap- 
pears until next year. 

The best solution is to move 
away from whatever's causing the 
problem. But this isn’t too practical 
since the various hay fever-causing 
plants pollinate in waves between 
March and June — and you may 
be allergic to more than one of 
them. Also, the pollens, which are 
most active in Ontario along the 
shore of the Great Lakes, can travel 
up to 400 miles. 

But there are, according to 
Ontario allergist Dr. William van 
Hoogenhuize, certain common 
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Common sense often 
helps hay fever sufferers 


sense precautions you can take. 

If you're driving, he advises, 
travel in the early morning or in 
the evening when it’s cooler so that 
car windows can be kept shut; also, 
air conditioning — in the car or the 
home — affords some protection. 

Dr. van Hoogenhuize suggests, 
too, that hay fever sufferers stay 
out of fields because of the much 
higher concentrations of pollens 
there and that they avoid swim- 
ming, since the allergens tend to 
settle on the surface of water. 

There is, of course, medical treat- 
ment available. But this, says van 
Hoogenhuize, is rather like trying 
to shut the barn door after the 
horse has bolted. The many vari- 
eties of antihistamines may 
effective, he says, but the best 
course of action is prevention. 

If you know you're going to get 
hay fever, go to your doctor well 
before the high pollen season be- 
gins. This will allow for adequate 
allergy testing to determine if you 
might benefit from a series of de- 
sensitizing shots. But remember the 
shots may take as long as two or 
three years to bring any real relief. 

While hay fever is more of an 
annoyance than an outright disease, 
it may be associated with other 
respiratory problems. The solution 
lies in common sense, and in early 
prevention.

Mother and her little ones are 
doing fine in this roomy farrow- 
ing crate — one of many in the 
nursery. When it comes to the 
economics of a farrowing oper- 
ation, the key to success is the 
number of pigs weaned per litter 
and by using these crates, pro- 
ducers. estimate one pig per litter 
is saved from being crushed by 
the sow when she lays down. The 
crate gives the young pigs all the 
space they need without being 
under foot 

Farrowing crates also work well 
from a management viewpoint. 
Generally, they make better use 
of space in the nursing barn, 
since they take up only 35 square 
feet approximately just over 
half that required for nursing pens. 
Low sides on the crates provide 
easy access to the litter and sow, 
and simplify cleaning and disinfect- 
ing. 

All in all, a farrowing crate is 
a good starting point for a litter’s 
first few weeks of life.

Lawn renovation starts soon 


Despite fertilizing and watering, 
many homeowners find that 
areas of their lawns grow poor- 
ly for one of many reasons-too 
thin a layer of topsoil, poor 
drainage, excessive shading, 
weed competition. 

Where topsoil is shallow, 
or low in fertility, top dressing 
will improve the rooting medium, 
and help to level out slightly 
uneven areas. Frequent light 
treatments give best results 
and should be spread evenly 
over the surface, then raked in. 

If the topsoil is too thin 
on your lawn, thoroughly work 
up the lawn area and add at 
least four inches of good topsoil, 
then reseed. _If only a small 
area requires renovation, again 
work the soil well before re- 


seeding and keep well watered. 


Lawn areas that have 
thinned because of excessive 
shading should be replanted to 
a grass th at is shade tolerant, 
such as one of the fescues. 


Lawn renovation is best 
done in the cooler evening of 
the coming month. So get 
prepared!

He suggested that with 
26 acres of farmland going out 
of use per hour in Ontario, by 
the end of the century , 60 per- 
cent of Ontario's food will have 
to be imported. This pattern, 
whether caused by airports, poor 
urban planning or by Hydro 
transmission lines, would 
use up to 100 acres per mile of 
arable land. Mr. Thompson 
said that he would fight to pre- 
serve this land yet see that 
sensible housing policies were 
established. 

Mr. Thompson quoted 
from a speech of Party leader,

the loss of farm land is coupled 
with the loss of farm income.
